sallo do depeehes, -where bulletins are 
displayed and a museum of relics of the 
paper is kept. 
French Journalism is 


much more personal in regard to its lit- 
erary composition tbr.ii that of England 
or America. A large proportion of. the 
articles ore signed vv'ith the names of 
tho writers, even wli'eii the •work is 
niorc or less of a rcntiwi nature, such; 
ns tho sporting or. lav.- departments of 
the paper. -On the .ether band, the own- 
ership of'newspapers' is Jess frequently 
lodged in single hiiec'-s than is tbe case 
in America. Very many of the French 
papeis nre owned by companies or asso- 
ciations, while the stock of several of 
the best known, such as The Figaro and 
Petit Journal, is bought and sold daily 
oii the Stock Exchange, the' quotations 
appearing,as regularly as those of rail- 
way shares or Government bonds. 


The circulation of all but a very few 


.of tho Paris 'papers varies enormously, 
according to the contents. If a' paper 
contains u striking article, well adver- 
tised previously, or if itsfenilleton, conr 
tinned story or memoirs, which, most of 
the French journals consider an essen- 
tial part of their daily issue, is by some 
well known author, the circulation will 
runup 50,000 or 100,000 in a week 
ar.tl drop ag:\m na soon as tho special 
feature is discontinued. When Lo Jour 
began publishing M. Hbnri Eochefort's 
memoirs, it» circulation went up five- 
fold, although the price of tho paper 
had keen doubled ia order to make hay 
while l!;o ET>II shoae. 


'J.'1-io Frcnuli press is much moro cou- 


crulrnted in (ho capital than that of 
other Kr.vcipoiiU countries. In Germany, 
fr>r iji'itivuro, it is not tho press of Berlin 
ihr.t liaa tho largest circulation or the 
greatest iufhieucc. la this, ns in maiiy 
other 'matters, however, the French 
press only bears out the snying that 
"Paris is France. "—Chautauquau.

Star Distances. 


Great interest has been created in us- 


tronomical circles by urane of the results 
reached by Professor Bimou Newcoml. 
in his mare/recent investigations. One 
of these is that astronomers havo been 
.overestimatiEn the distances of. tho start 
and the other that our universe has, aft- 
er all, a fairly well defined limit. The 
first of these conclusions Professor New- 
comb bases oa an idea, that tho stars 
•which are called tha smaller ones be- 
cause they ara less bright. may not fcs 
large stars ;;t a very'great distance, but 
perhaps snii.iler or dimmer ones nearei 
at hand. The old idea is familiar to all 
—namely, that; all the stars ara of tbe 
same brightness and that the fainter 
ones are at a very much greater distance 
from 119 than tho bright ones. This the- 
ory, however, has been weakened by 
later discoveries, such as, for example, 
that Sirius lias a companion whose light, 
if equal surfaces be considered, ie but a 
fraction of that of its principal, and as 
tronomers have come to recognize dim 
stars, or even dark ones, like the com- 
panipns of Algol, about, which.BO much 
has lately been written, to be quite .as 
common perhaps iu the universe as 
the bright ones. Professor Nowcomb's 
proposition ns to the limits of the uni- 
verse is regarded as even more novel and 
striking, suggesting, as it does, the pcs- 
aibility that somo day all tho stars will 
be'seen.—New York Sun.

ever, such'as salmon, catfish and stur- 
geon, that are quite well supplied with 
carbohydrates, in consequence of wbioh 
they are not so easily digested as .the 
white fish. The more oil they have dis- 
persed through the body, the more diffi- 
cult the-digestion. In tho white fish the 
fat is held in the liver; in the dark fish 
it is dispersed through tho entire flesh. I 
From this fact we learn that dark fish ] 
make a much better diet for the active 
man. Many authorities affirm thc.t the 
moro active fish, as well as tho more 
active animals, give better muscle mak- 
ing food than their moro indolent rela- 
tions." 


Sources of Guttn Perclia. 


Gntta percha, like india rubber, is ob-

shows that the classification adopted 
is a direct provocation for under valu- 
ation. 
(ioods valued at 17# cents per 


square yard pay a specific duty of 16)6 
oents per square yard and an ud- 
valorem duty of 20 per cent additional. 
Goods worth more than 17% cents per 
square yard pay a duty ot 18>ii cents 
per square yard and an additional daty 
of 20 per cent ad valorem. It is repre- 
sented by the experts that 75 per cent 
of all English, French and German 
dre38 goods imported into the Dalted 
States coat about \1% cents per square 
yard and by reducing their valuation 
one-half a cent the importers can save 
two oents per yard duty. 


The experts also direct attention to 


the fact that tho rates of duty imposed 
by tho Dingley bill are very muoh 
lower on expensive goods, used by rioh 
people, than upon the cheaper olasaes 
of goods used 
valued at 


by the poor. Goods 
cents per square yard 


pay 170 per cent dnty; those valued at 
17% cents a square yard pay 150 per 
cent duty; those valued at 22 cents a 
yard pay 115 per cent duty, while 
goods valued at 75 cents per yard pay 
only 85 per cent duty. 
The eflect ol 


this is to double the retail price of 
cheap fabrics while expensive goods 
will remain the same. Goods now sell 
ing at 50 cents a yard by retail must be 
sold at $1 to enable the merchants to 
make a profit, while the prices of dress 
goods which ndw cost $2 50 and up 
wards per yard will remain nboutthe 
same. 
The Chicago Record says, for 


example, that a very popular article ol 
dress 'goods, sold in every store, is a 
French all wool serge, forty-five inches 
•wide, which costs under the presen 
tariff about 27 cents a yard. 
After 


paying duty and ordinary profits to 
importers and wholesale and retail 
dealers it can be retailed at. 50 oents a 
yard. 
It makes the "best gown" o

the [retail dealer, who must sell the 
goods for $1 to make any profit. On 
the other hand there 
is u highly 


finished class of goods costing abou1 


GQ cents a yard in Germany which can 
now be retailed at $1 15 a yard, bn 
which usually sells for $2 50 per yard. 
The Dingley bill makes a very slight 
increase ia the duty upon these goods 
and they can be sold at $2 50 per 
yard with a handsome profit. 


These are facts regarding the Ding- 


ley bill. .It will double the price of 
the dresses of women and children of 
moderate means, but will not increase 
the cost of the clothing of the rich to 
any perceptible degree. 
The Senate 


Committee has been informed of this 
imposition on the masses of the people 
and it remains to be seen whether or 
not the committee will sanction it. 


AMERICANS EXCLUDED. 


The British Columbia Legislature 


has passed an act excluding citizens of 
the United States from taking up min 
ing claims in British Columbia. The 
law provides that in order to be e 
titled to a free miners licence to locate 
precious metal 'claims, the applicant 
must be 18 years of age or over, and a 
born British subject, or must file a 
declaration of intention to become 
such. 


It is thought that this action indi- 


cates a retaliation to the alien labor 
policy of the United States, and the 
measure was bitterly opposed on the 
ground that it will restrict American 
labor and enterprise, which has bad 
much to do with the development of 
the mining interest of the country. 


The people of British Columbia as a 


rujo are against any suoh measure, and 
are severely criticising the action of the 
Legislature, and it is generally be- 
lieved that the act will be repealed 
within a year. 


TO 
KliSTRICT Till; JAl'ANKSE. 


The British Columbia Legislature 


has adopted a resolution and memorial 
to- the Governor of Canada, praying 
that iu the event of Canada joining the 
British treaty with Japan, that it will 
only be on condition that the power is 
reserved to restrict Japanese immi- 
gration into British Columbia. 


The reason given for thisjatand is 


that tbe Japanese have excluded the 
whites almost entirely from the fish- 
eries and lumber thade. 


The employment of Japanese or Chi- 


nese in underground work, is forbid 
den under a penalty. 


The adoption of the resolution and 


memorial was received with approving 
cheers aud enthusiasm.

Tho Japanese In California, 


Every month, sees mo; o Japanese ar- 


rive, and a larger peicentage of them 
are common laborers, who cater the hop 
yards, orchards and sug.vr beet fields of 
California. In fruit packing they have 
crowded out white men and women. 


They are as quick as women and^nig 


in handling fruit antl aro morp"accllrat0 
and steadily industrious. They practi- 
cally monopolize tve industry of beet 
pulling on, the largo ranches devoted to 
the BUgar beet. Complaints of the rapid 
displacement of white laborers by Japa- 
nese in orchard work induced the labor 
bureau recently to mako an investiga- 
tion. They found that the Japanese 
worked under a co-operative plan and 
that by this means they were able to 
make contracts at low prices. Several 
associations m San Francisco ore en- 
gaged in house cleaning, dividing tho 
profits among their members. Tho Jap- 
anese aro doing a largo trade in San 
Francisco in bamboo ware and matting, 
which are used mainly for decoration of 
rooms. They havo cut into the Chinese 
trade in curios and embroidered silk 
carmen ts.,— Chtmtannrmn.
